A lew 
eecondo after a great sheet of flame and 
sparks ohot up into the eky, and when 
tbe fire department arrived on tbe scene, 
which tbey did most promptly, it was at 
once seen that that part of tho building 
already on fire was doomed. 


Good work was done by tho firemen, 


who prevented the flames from spread* 
Ing any further, and in less than an bour 
tho flro was extinguished. 


Tho block on which tbe ebed stood is 


occupied by wooden buildings, and if 
the fire bad 
not been BO promptly 


checked it would have eaten up the City 
atables and endangered tbe Hotel 1'leae* 
an ton, a handflomo brick butldlnn on 
tbe corner of the block. 


When the first cries of fire were heard 


Mr. Wickersham'e employes led the 
horses out of the burning building and 
removed them to a place of safety. .

its passage. The provisions of the pres- 
ent bill are so jaat that it probably will 
Boon become B law.

J. H. Murphy on Trial for 


the Grime*

The trial oi J. H. Murphy for the mur- 


der of William McKay near Coarse Gold 
gulch last December came up for trial 
before Judge Holmes yesterday morn- 
ing. 


The following jury was obtained to try 


the case: P. B. Millett, Milton Gulon, 
M. J. Lfndrose, Alfred Baird, Wilson 
North, H. G. Bhoads, J. t. Prather, 
Nelson Rolfe, W. C. Hensley, J, E. Pad- 
dock, E. D. Morrison and L. McNee. 


E. 8. Van Meter made the opening 


statement for the prosecution, which waa 
substantially as follows: 


On the afternoon of December 31 lost 


the defendant was at Krohn'a place at 
Ooatae Gold gnlch, with George Bleb, 
Chris Peterson, Mr. Krohn, Ed Jones 
and Jerry Jones. They were having a 
pleasant time drinking and talking. 
William McKay was alao there and a 
conversation took place between him and 
the defendant about the relocation of a 
mine, about half a mile from Krohn'a 
place. There was talk there that at 
midnight the mine would be subject to 
relocation, and it waa arranged between 
McKay, Will Krohn, Chris Peterson and 
George Rich that they should go up 
there at night and relocate it. 
Tbat evening Murphy spoke to McKay 


about the relocation of the mine and 
threatened harm if he did not put bis, 
Murphy's, name on tbe paper. 
McKay 


cnswered angrily in kind. 


About 8 or 9 o'clock that night McKay, 


Krohn, Peterson and Rich went up to a 
cabin near the mine and building a large 
flre stayed thers. There is a path lead- 
ing from tho cabin to the tunnel of the 
mine, which is about forty stops distant. 


The party remained there until n few 


minutea before 12 o'clock when McKay, 
the leader, said "Boys, it's timo now for 
us to locate this mine." 
They all 
ttarted out. Rich had a lantern in his 
hand, as did McKay. After going a few 
steps in direction of the tunnel, McKay 
tnrned back saying he had forgot some- 
thing. He entered the house, where the 
fire was still burning br ghtly and the 
door was opon. 
While McKay was in 


the house the men ho left outside were 
fired upon by some one from a point 
near a tree on the south side of tbo 
gulch. 


Rich immediately put the lanteru un- 


der his coat and threw himself to the 
ground, exclaiming, "By Godl boys, 
they're firing at us" Several shots were 
fired. Peterson remarked, "We have 
come here to locate that mine and we 
are going to doit," and upon this they 
rushed down to the mine and posted up 
tho location. But Just before this Bill 
McKay appeared at the doorway of tho' 
cabin in tbe full glare of the Ore light 
and with a lantern in hia hand. 
Just then Will Krohn. who was look- 


ing directly at him, heard a shot and 
heard McKay nay, "0, Willie, I am 
shot." after which McKay fell back- 
wards. 


Having tacked up the notice McKay's 


companions rushed back to where he 
waa lying. The rifle bullet had gone 
clean through him and through the 
house. Tbe hole in tbo wall of the 
bouse shows tho direction the bullet 
came from and where McKay waa stand- 
ing. 


AB to who did the- shooting, Mr. Van 


Mater said tbat ho expected that the de- 
fendant, Tom tied Ed Jones were down 
in tbe saloon that evening and talked 
nbont surprifiing tbo bors and locating 
tho mine themselves. They started out 
and Murphy, tho defendant, borrowed a 
•mall fi-nhooter from Krohn. Ed Jones 
took along his Winchester, upon Murphy 
asking him to do eo, and bunded it to 
the latter. They passed up tho gulch, 
the two Jones stepping about ceventy- 
flve yards from tbe place and the defend* 
ant, carrying the Winchester, going 
further on. He stopped near the tree 
before mentioned and it wan from that 
point from which McKay and hia party 
were fired upon. KA Jones and Tom 
Jones saw the shooting. 


After tho shooting the Jonea' and de- 


fendant came to where McKay's party 
was. Petereon very indignantly said he 
would like to know who had dono tbat 
dirty work and the defendant answered: 
"I did it." 
Ho then said it was an acci- 


dent, however. Murphy was. arrested 
and brought to Madera. At Madera he 
told Judgo Arch McDonald that it was 
not an accident; it was a murder, but ho 
did not do it. Ho stated tbat it was a 
murder also to Mr. Van Meter, after tbe 
preliminary examination at Coarse Gold. 
All this tbe prosecution expect to prove. 


The counsel for tho defense objected 
to opening statement on tho ground that 
instead of stating the facts tbe prosecu- 
tion expected to prove, tho attorney for 
the prosecution neecrted, that such and 
euch things wore facts. They moved 
that such statements bo stricken out. 
Motion denied and defendant exceptod. 


Tbo court then took a recess until this 


morning at 0.30 o'clock.

How Shippers Have Been and Are 


Being Robbed by the Great 


Monopoly. 


To tho Editor of Tho Republican. 


I see that C. F. Huntingtonbas made 


lie regular Bomi-annual statement to the 
San Francisco press, for the benefit of 
Wall street and London bankers. He 
reiterates his oft repeated story that 
freights cannot be lowered; that the 
road don't pay; that another line won't 
my expenses; that we don't need one, 
and that wo can't have one for ten years 
to come, which he thinks is as long us he 
can poeeibly hope to live. 


When I was traveling over the eastern 


roads a few monthi ago I made it my 
special bufiinesa to inquire into rates for 
she purp:so of comparing them with 
Mr. Huntington's. 


I found in a good many cases that the 


Southern Pacific people are charging us 
from three to five times as much as 
roads east of the Mississippi charge for 
[he same service, over roads that cost 
twice tbe money. I can tell the nentlo- 
man that bia rate between Fresno and 
Ban Francisco on green Irult is absolutely 
prohibitory. 


During tbe past ten years I have made 


frequent attempt* to market a portion of 
my crop in that city, but In no caao has 
tbe railroad company taken IOSH tliau 
balf the gross proceeds; oftener they 
have taken three-fourths, and in some 
cases I bavo received back nothing but 
the empty boxes. On fancy fruit shipped 
oust, wbtch brings fancy prices, it takes 
about half to pay freight. On lower 
grades tliat bring lower prices it takes 
From three-fourths to all of it. 


Since Mr, Huutingtou and his three 


partners have been acting as trustees for 
a road, built and paid for by tlio general 
government, they have managed to ac- 
cumulate private fortunes amounting to 
$800,000,000 in the aggregate, to say 
nothing of the millions they have squan- 
dered in bribing juries, 
corrupting 


courts, and buying up legislators and 
newspaperB,hko 10 many hoga in the 
market. An'd yet Mr. Hnntington has 
the unblushing audacity to Ull the 
world in general, and Wall street in par- 
ticular, tbat railroads in California won't 
pay. But because tho fruit growers and 
traflic MBOciation are forming strong 
unions for the purpose of securing more 
roads and cheaper rates in order to de- 
velop our resources and make San Fran- 
cisco one of tbe great commercial centers 
of

world, instead of remain- 


ing en cighth-ratft

and accursed dog in tho manger policy, 
lie goes out of his way to call us rabble, 
beasts of burden, bowers of wood and 
drawers of water.

Officer of the City oJ 
undersigned citizens of Fresno city de- 
ire to express their full appreciation of 
he promptness of your recent official 
ctton regarding tbe Fresno-street ditch 
nd it ia with reluctance that they again 
efer to tbe matter. , 


"But the experience of the few warm 
ayfl of last week demonstrates that tbe 
ondition of the ditch ia hourly growing 
worse until at some points it ia intoler- 
ble. 
"Special complaint is made by those 
ho visit the postoffice, as well as by 
be officers and employes of the post- 
filce department and other tenants of 
he building. 
"The butcher shops and produce and 
revision stores along Fresno street are 
lecessarlly kept open, and are directly 
xpoeed to the poisonous influences of 
he ditch, whereby great danger arises 
hat the daily food of manyfamilies may 
«injuriously affected. 


"We therefore respectfully aek you in 
our official capacity to issue a nptifica- 
ion to tho Fresno Canal and Irrigation 
ompany requiring it to proceed forth- 
with to abate said nuisance as we con- 
ider it a matter of vital importance to 
ho health of this citv to have said 
uisance removed withont further de- 
ay." 


If Dr. Maupin adheres to his resolu- 
ion he may count upon the support of 
ho people. Tbe .ditch has already been 
"dared a nuieance and an every day 
menance to the public health. It is 
ommon eenso that an injunction levied 
gainst persons to estop them from abat- 
ig a nnieance should not hold for more 
ban twenty-four hours, because that is 
long enough, if not too long, for the pub- 
lic health to be endangered!. A nuisance 
of this kind is a nuisance every day and 
thesafetv of the public health is en- 
dangered every day, and hence all in- 
junctions should he immediately heard 
•nd disposed of. 


No court in tbe world would issue an 


injunction to stop a health officer from 
preventing a smallpox patient 
from 


walking in the streets, and no court 
would attempt to prevent a fire company 
from extinguishing a fire because their 
title to tbe engine wite disputed. It 
seems to the ordinary layman that the 
courts should not Interfere to prevent 
tho abatement of an officially declared 
nuisance such as la the Mill ditch. After 
tho smallpox patient is confined, the fire 
extinguished and the Mill ditch filled up 
it will be time enough for the courts to 
investigate tho legality of those acts and 
award whatever damages, if any, may 
have been incurred. 


Tho law itself recognizes this prin- 


ciple, for an appeal to a higher court will 
not stay tho abatement of a nuisance.

There 
s nothing gained in attempting to trans- 
ilnnt out trees of any kind when the soil 
i wet, but the sooner this is done after 
t is sufficiently dry to be worked into a 
good-tilth tho better. Tho plan of the 
orchard can bo laid .out and tho stakes 
et whui-o tho trees are to be planted, 
he manure can bo secured and much of 
ho preparatory work done that will be 
if material aid in completing it in good 
season. So Ear ns possible trees ought 
o be set before tho leaves start and not 
>o deferred until they are fully leaved. 
3no advantage with spring planting is 
hat usuallj' uo watering or pnddliiig 
will bo necessary, as at this timo there 
8 generally sufficient moisture in tho 
soil. Have tlio holes for the trees suffi- 
ciently largo to admit the roots readily 
without'twisting or bending them, cut 
off all bruised or injured parts, then Ket 
so that tlio tree will stand about the 
eamo as it grow originally. Fill in the 
soil carefully, having it fine, BO that it 
can bo readily worked in around tho 
roots, as having tho soil awl the roots 
come in close contact is a very impor-
